When asked about the incident, Weak began to 
babble incoherently about something. 

“In addition to all that, we had people who were or 
were not at various meetings, and so my sense is that 
as the group was working together coming from dif- 
ferent perspectives, a thought was presented and 
became the prevailing thought that wasn’t in totally 
line with my thinking and where I thought we were 
as a result of having participated in the vice presi- 
dent’s staff meeting at which this was discussed at 


that time.” 

This is the second time in the last month that 
Weak has been found inside a body cavity of a GeeUU 
student. He was arrested on March 13 by PooPeeDee 
for crawling into the nostril of another graduate stu- 
dent, Rita Riterhoffnewer.

Big Russian to leave for NBA

Running Sore 

GW men’s basketball center 
Alexander Koul withdrew from his 
spring semester classes Monday to 
enter the 1995 NBA draft. 

The 7-1 center decided not to com- 
plete his freshman year and instead 
made himself eligible for the June 29 
draft. 

Head coach Mike Jarvis 
announced Koul’s decision at an 
impromptu press conference in his 
oftice Monday. Koul, who moved out 
of Guthridge Hall earlier that day, 
did not attend the press conference 
and was unavailable for comment. 

At Monday’s press conference, 
Jarvds said Koul’s decision surprised 
him. Jarvis, who said he learned of 
the decision a week ago, said Koul 
would have benefited from another 
year under his leadership. But it is 
inevitable for players to leave at 
some point, he said. 

The big Russian signed and now 
resides with Larry Gillman, a 
Connecticut-based agent who also 
represents New Jersey Net Yinka 


Dare. Gillman grew up near the 
Belarus Military Institute, where 
Koul was bred. 

He told The Warshington Boast 
that he has known Koul since “he 
was just a little knish.” Koul’s deci- 
sion to sign with Gillman makes him 
ineligible to return to the Colonials, 
unless he gets tendinitis in his ass 
and sits the bench a whole lot, 
according to NCAA rules issued from 
Fairtomidland, Kansas.
